THE FACE OF FAITH 

CP visits a Philly church that believes God is the 
best doctor — and the only one. By Matt Stroud 

T wo years ago, Herbert and Catherine Schaible placed their 
infant son, Kent, into bed with apparent flu symptoms and, 
under the direction of their church pastor, prayed over the boy 
instead of seeking medical help. The child died in his sleep. 

The couple was arrested three months later and charged with invol- 
untary manslaughter. The case went to trial in December, and lasted 
five days, ending with thejury convicting the Schaibles, finding that 
even modest medical care for Kent — such as a trip to a doctor or a few 
doses ofTylenol to reduce the infant's fever — might have saved him . 

Last Wednesday, the Schaibles appeared in court again, this time 
to be sentenced. Herbert Schaible, 42, wore a clean black suit, his 
graying hair cropped short and stiff. His wife, Catherine, 41, wore 
gray slacks and a pink long-sleeved sweater. They appeared calm 
and composed, bearing little resemblance to the mugshots posted in 
the Daily News and the Inquirer that made them appear disheveled, 
exhausted and petrified. 

Senior Judge Carolyn Engel Temin stated the facts: The Schaibles 
are lifelong members of First Century Gospel Church, an inde- 
pendent fundamentalist Christian sect that believes, among other 
things, that seeking medical help goes against the will of God. The 
two have been married since 1994 and have seven children — four 
girls and three boys. Herbert is employed as a seventh- and eighth- 


grade teacher for a school that’s supported by the church and that 
goes only through 10th grade. Catherine is a stay-at-home mom. 

Their income, the judge noted, is modest. 

Hunting out that, according to Pennsylvania state law, “religious v 
freedom is trumped by the safety of the child,” Engel Temin handed F 

down her sentence: 10 years probation, the terms of which include ° 

a requirement that the Schaibles schedule regular appointments v 

with a “qualified medical person" for all their children and release i 

their children's medical records to probation officers. S 

"I don't think you are bad people," the judge said. “But I do think * 

you need to comply with your sentence," adding that the “penalty if g

this and other tenets caused the church’s found- 
ing pastor, the grandfather of current pastor 
Nelson Clark, to split from another fringe, Faith 
Tabernacle Church, and start his own. 

"The building you’re standing in is rented All 

of our houses are rented. I rent my car,” explained 
Clark. “We are ready to drop anything in a moment 
when God returns — which could be any time.” 

Clarke, a 69-year-old white man with a gentle and 
patient tone, was more than happy to explain the 
articles of his church’s faith to CP: no individual pos- 
sessions, no insurance, no accumulation of wealth. 
Even education, Clark said, is not to be overdone. 

“Our teaching is not to go to college because that 
is an effort to make your way into the world,” he 
says. “It’s an investment. We feel that you should 
get a solid high school education, and when you 
leave high school, at that point you trust God for a 
job and proper employment.” 

Then there’s their belief that seeking medical 
attention is contrary to the will of God . Asked about 
the death of the Schaibles’ son Kent, Clark says 
that while the church does mourn the death of Kent 
and other children whoVe died, that doesn’t change 
his and his parishioners' “complete and total faith 
in and reliance upon God.” Clark himself says he’s 

Last Wednesday night’s sermon, in fact, dealt 
with the issue outright. 

“Concerning our family here and their persecu- 
tion by local authorities, the judge was very 
understanding and seemed to fully understand 
the situation facing us,” Clark told the assembled 
congregation, Herbert Schaible among them. “She 
wanted to respect their religious beliefs, and we 
thank the Lord for that.” 

After a few songs, a second pastor road testimo- 
nials from church families about times God took 
care of them — as a doctor might — in trying times. 
One, for example, described how God helped the 
person stay strong in the face of a grating tooth- 
ache. Another described an infant nearly strangled 
to death by its car seat after the child's parents 
failed to properly secure the child’s legs. 

“The child did not appear to be alive,” the pastor 
read aloud. “HI pulled the child loose from the strap 
and held the child in my arms and began praying for 


God and his mercy to restore my 
child's breath of life. After a few 
anxious minutes, which seemed 
to be forever, the child began to 
breathe. . . . We thank God for 
restoring our child's life.” 

It’s exactly this kind of terrify- 
ing situation that makes authori- 
ties, from child welfare workers 
to lawmakers to public health 
officials, cringe. The freedom to 
worship as we please is as deeply 
ingrained in the American way as 
any we possess. But what if the 
child had died even though an 
EMT team could have saved him? 
What if going to a hospital would 
have made the difference? 

After the two-hour service 
concluded, City Paper caught 
up with Herbert Schaible (his 
wife and infant child had stayed 
home), who had been sentenced 
just hours earlier and was still 
wearing the same suit he'd had 

Schaible was reserved but not 
unfriendly, and spoke with CP in 
a quiet, calm voice. 

He said he considers the sen- 
tence handed down to him and 
his wife fair. He explained he will 
do his best to comply with the 
orders of his probation, which 
require that he and his wife allow 
their children to be checked up on 
by medical professionals. 

But what if those professionals 
determine that the kids require 
medical treatment and need to 
go to a doctor’s office or hospi- 
tal to get it? In that situation, 
Schaible's religious belicls run 
in direct contradiction to a court 
order. What would he do? 

“We’re not trying to live lOyears 
at one time,” he responded. “And 
when tomorrow comes, God will be 
with us. So that's the way we look 
at it. He will show us what to do.”

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How the decades-long fight against 
AIDS made radicals out of activists.

Eight years ago, CliffWilhams would 
never have believed he’d spend his week- 
nights plotting guerrilla political warfare 
with a motley crew of white women, older 
black folk, dapper Penn medical students, 
homeless ladies, queer people, Jews and 
drug addicts. These are the people who 
make up a group of radical AIDS activists 
known as ACT UP — the AIDS Coalition 
To Unleash Power. 

Politics was the last thing on Willliams' 
mind when he found out, in 2003, on his 
birthday, that he was HIV-positive. 

Williams, a middle-age black man who 
sports a single gold hoop earring and 
speaks in a soft, deceptively calm tenor, 
had always known this diagnosis was 
a possibility: His wife, Gwendolyn, was 
already HIV-positive. But things would 
get worse. Soon after discovering he had 
the virus, he and his wife became home- 


less. Williams moved into the Ridge 
Avenue Shelter, where he came down 
with scarlet fever, a disease that causes a 
person’s skin to peel off. At the hospital, 
Williams’ T-cell count — a measure of 
how many cells that fight disease are in 
your body — sank to 203. That’s just three 
little ticks away from 200, the point at 
which you are classified as having AIDS, 
which gnaws away at the immune system 
until your body is too weak to fight back. 

Williams blamed the decline in his 
health partly on the shelter itself, where 
someone with a compromised immune sys- 
tem can be exposed to any number of ill- 
nesses by the sheer proximity (and, often, 
poor health) of fellow residents. 

He eventually recovered, but was forced 
to make a tough decision upon his release 
from the hospital: Risk exposure again in a 
shelter or go it alone. “So I started staying 
in an abandoned building in West Philly,” 
he explains. 'The roof had holes, but it was 
safer than a shelter.” 

But then he was hit with yet another 
blow. Gwendolyn came down with lung 
cancer, on top of AIDS. The couple desper- 
ately wanted a home where she could at 
least die quietly, and they were hopeful: 
She was on a city waiting list for housing 
for people with AIDS. But Williams' bad 
luck struck again, and Gwendolyn didn’t 
get housing until she was so sick she 


couldn’t leave the hospital bed. In 2009, she died. 

Gwendolyn’s death left Williams with an unrelenting anger. Whatever mistakes he and 
his wife had made in their fives, it was unfathomable to him that they would be forced to 
wait for housing, literally as she lay dying. 

Fortunately, Williams had a place to channel that rage. In 2004, while taking a class 
at Philadelphia FIGHT, an AIDS service organization, Williams was told about ACT UP. 
He attended a Monday-night meeting, and then wound up accompanying the group to a 
protest for additional global AIDS funding in Washington, D.C., where several activists 
were arrested. 

“I had never seen people get arrested for civil disobedience before," he says. 'That was the 
beginning for me." 

ACT UP isn't just another advocacy group: They are the A-Team of AIDS activism, a 
band of crack commandos always ready to parachute in, their rhetorical guns blazing. Fail 
to listen and suffer the consequences: They've been known to swarm the mayor's home to 
demand housing for people with AIDS, take over the Capitol Rotunda to press Congress 
to lift a federal ban on funding syringe exchanges, and shut down the Food and Drug 
Administration in protest of slow approval times for AIDS drugs. 

Twenty years ago, there were more groups like this around the country. But AIDS has 
been quietly fading from the public eye — even as medical officials warn of an impending 
domestic AIDS crisis, especially among minorities and poor people — and AIDS activism 
has diminished along with it. 

The ragtag Philly chapter of ACT UP now finds itself one of the last bastions of die-hard 
AIDS activism. But it might also represent the beginnings ofa whole new AIDS movement 
— one that looks decidedly different than what came before it. 

X IN THE '80S and '90s, the early days of AIDS activism, you probably wouldn't have seen 
a man like Williams — straight, black, poor and formerly homelessness — leading the charge. 

Back then, AIDS activists used to be a lot wealthier, gayer and a whole lot whiter. In 1985, 
men having sex with men accounted for 64 percent of HIV transmissions in the U.S., so it 
was only natural that gays, especially men, were most prominently fighting the epidemic. 

'This was a time when your whole community was dropping dead," says Jose dc Marco, a long- 
time Philly ACT UP member. "I lost an 18-year partner to AIDS because there was no medicine. 
And people were saying we deserved it, that this was God's punishment."

The first ACT UP chapter sprouted in 
New York City, where hundreds of gay 
men showed up at weekly meetings to 
plan wild, provocative protests urging the 
FDA to shorten its approval process for 
AIDS antiretroviral drugs. Only a handful 
of other AIDS advocacy groups existed at 
the time, and ACT UP was by far the most 
radical. They were fueled by a desperate 
anger: The longer the approval process 
took, the more friends they'd see die. So 
they did anything to make the drugs avail- 
able — get arrested, shut down the FDA, 
chain themselves to the balcony of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Like ACT UP New York, the Philly chap- 
ter was also mostly white and homosexual. 
Gays, after all, bore the brunt of the dis- 
ease. They had no one but themselves. 

“Nobody cared," says de Marco. “That's 
what made it so scary. It was affecting people 
who society deemed expendable: queers." 

So ACT UP fought back, and often won: 
They shut down the FDA for an entire day 

— and within weeks the FDA drastically 
shortened its approval time for antiretro- 
viral drugs. They stormed the New York 
Stock Exchange to protest the high price of 
AZT, the only AIDS drug available at the 
time. Four days later, the drug company 
lowered its price to S6.400 per person per 
year, ACT UP Philly even wrote one of the 
first HIV Standards of Care, guidelines for 
HIV treatment. 

“I was sending them everywhere — to 
England, to France," de Marco says of the 
guidelines, “because no one knew what to 
do about it. It was a very dark time." 

But by the mid-'90s, ACT UP chapters 
began folding across the country. What 
had happened? 

Ironically, it was their very success that 
began to eat away at their membership: 

As gay men got better access to medicine 

— especially white and middle-class men 
who could afford it — they drifted away 
from activism. 

Those remaining AIDS activists began 
to shift their focus to policy on the global 
AIDS epidemic, or began working for the 


government, trying to change the system 
from within. ACT UP Philly, though, plot- 
ted a different course. 

“Other chapters were dwindling or dying 
because white men were leaving," says 
longtime member Paul Davis. "But we 
decided to be aggressive about putting race 
and poverty at the core of every campaign, 
to be really up-front about who AIDS was 
now affecting." 

Though the face of AIDS had changed, 
he says, one truth remained: "Nothing has 
ever been given to people with AIDS. All 
we’ve ever gotten, we've fought for." 

X BESIDES CHEESESTEAKS 

and the city-wide special, Philadelphia may 
prove to be home to something more vital: 
the rebirth of American AIDS activism. 

In her 2002 book AIDS and the Policy 
Struggle in the United States, AIDS 
scholar Patricia Siplon writes, "The larg- 
est and most active chapter of ACT UP 
in the country is ACT UP Philadelphia," 
adding that it "is reflective of the evolution 
of AIDS and the groups that have become 
active players. At least half of ACT UP 
Philadelphia's membership is composed 
of people of color, mainly drawn from low- 
income areas of the city.” 

Asked if that's still true nine years later, 
Siplon doesn’t hesitate. "Oh, yeah,” she 
says. "ACT UP Philly has always done a 
much better job than other AIDS organi- 
zations at ensuring that people who are 
infected and affected are not only part 
of the group, but they're leaders. I think 
that's made the difference." 

In fact, she says, ACT UP Philly may be 
the seed for a new type of AIDS activist. 

"The next push is on the domestic front," 
says Siplon — but only if activists can fig- 
ure out how to involve the disenfranchised 
populations that the virus now targets. 

ACT UP Philly is probably one of few 
groups in the nation that can claim to have 
started to do that. The group understands 
that AIDS hasn't gone away but has 
instead been moving to new populations: 
poor folks, the homeless, drug users. The 
disease has seen a pronounced increase 
in black communities, as welh According 
to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, African-Americans make 
up just 14 percent of the U.S. popula- 
tion but 50 percent of all diagnosed HIV 
cases. That’s up by 4 percent since 2009. 
Black females, meanwhile, are 19 times 
more Ukely to contract HIV than whites, 
while black men are eight times more 
likely. More and more, the virus is attack- 
ing very specific, often impoverished 
neighborhoods such as Germantown and 
Southwest Philadelphia. 

So ACT UP Philly began to lobby for 
issues that hadn't previously been part of 
AIDS activism: for more housing for people 


with AIDS, for people in shelters to be able to control their own AIDS medication. And they I 

began recruiting new members in unexpected places, like halfway houses, shelters and jails. 2 
“We started to remake the group," says Davis, “from mostly white men into a beautiful 
animal that's multi-racial, multi-class, Muslim and Christian, gay and straight. That's H 
partly why ACT UP Philly has remained the only vibrant chapter in the country." L j 

With their new disparate crew, they pounded victories out of powers-that-be like blood 
from a side of beef. In 2006, they persuaded the city's prisons commissioner, Leon King, to • 

give condoms to inmates — an idea partly inspired by ex-offender and ACT UP member 3 

Waheedha Shabazz-El. To this day, Philly is one of the only cities in the country to do so. » 

King, now a lawyer, says, '1 love those people. . . . Waheedha Shabazz is my favorite protester in = 

the whole wide world.”The group so affected him that, while at a New Orleans conference for state - 

correctional administrators, he suggested that other prisons give out condoms. “I thought that was ° 
entirely reasonable because Waheedha made me believe it. The whole room went quiet." - 

In 2007, after ACT UP staged a high-profile, negative protest at a Drexel University g 

debate between then-Democratic presidential candidates Barack Obama and Hillary 5 

Clinton, Obama pledged to provide $50 billion to fight global AIDS. A day after they S 

swarmed the Capitol dome in '09, linking themselves together with a chain and chanting, 

“Clean needles save lives," the House was reconsidering the federal ban on funding syringe 
needle exchange and later lifted it. 

According to AIDS experts, ACT UP Philly played a critical role in the creation of the U.S. 
President's Emergency Plan for AIDS Relief (PEPFAR), President George W. Bush's pledge to 
give $15 billion to fight global AIDS — which he eventually tripled in '08. "That's a $48 billion 
authorization. That's incredible," says Jennifer Flynn, managing director of Health GAP, a 
global AIDS advocacy group. "Who wins $48 billion from our government?" 

X THEIR PRESENT BATTLE has proved more elusive: They're asking Mayor 
Michael Nutter to set aside $2 million to $4 million to provide housing for people with AIDS 
— no small sum in a city that's temporarily closing fire companies to save cash. 

ACT UP members argue that this is not just a problem for homeless people, but for all of 
Philadelphia. If HIV-positive people have homes, they’re less likely to stop taking their med- 
ication, engage in risky behavior or be exposed to fatal infections. And while on medication, 
people with AIDS are less likely to transmit the virus at all. More housing, in other words, 
should mean less HIV. »» continued on peso 12

On the surface, this yearlong campaign 
might look like a bust. Not a single public 
official has promised to address the issue. 
Mark McDonald, Nutter's spokesman, says 
only that the mayor won’t announce any 
decisions about funding until the budget 
is presented. Dainette Mints, director of 
the city’s Office of Supportive Housing, 
says she understands some of ACT UP’s 
complaints but is bound by funding: “In a 
large facility with a couple hundred people, 
t here are absolutely any number of things 
that a person with a compromised immune 
system would want to avoid," she says. 

“But there’s a waiting list for every form of 
affordable housing. Unfortunately, demand 

Then again, seemingly lost causes are 
ACT UP’s speciality: Their modus ope- 
randi is to push and push — and pester and 
embarrass and shut down and get arrested 
— until they win. 

Last summer, the group issued a report 
revealing that in the previous 18 months, 
at least eight people with AIDS died on the 
streets. The report also found that in June 
2010, the waiting list for housing for people 
with AIDS included more than 200 people. 
(According to the city’s AIDS Activities 
Coordinating Office, there are now 165 
people on the list.) 

At the end of 2010, ACT UP — with the 
help of member Luke Messac, a well-con- 
nected Penn medical student — got more 

statement urging the city to provide hous- 
ing not only for people with AIDS but also 
for those who are HIV-positive but don’t 
have AIDS, in order to help keep their 
immune systems healthy. An op-ed about 
the medical statement, written by two of 
the co-signers, ran in the Inquirer. 

“They’ll win the housing campaign ,” 
says Flynn, Health GAP’s managing direc- 
tor. “They always do, right? No, really. 
Seriously. They do always win.” 

X ACT UPS MEMBERS aren’t just 
devoted. They are obsessed, haunted by 
their cause. 


Every single Monday for more than a decade, ACT UP has met in the same church at 13tl> 
and Pine to hold its weekly, three-hour meeting. They begin by reciting their rabble-rousing 
pledge: “ACT UP is an all-volunteer organization, and we are united in anger and commit- 
ted to ending the AIDS crisis through direct action." Then they plot how to win. 

Their protests are no less intense, though not without a dark sense of humor. This 
December, 15 rowdy ACT UP members converged on Nutter's block. They walked slowly 
down the street, carrying candles to symbolize tho deaths of homeless people with AIDS, 
until they arrived at the mayor's house. Then they cranked up their car stereos and sang 
carol after carol, at the top of their lungs. 

"Nutter, the Philly mayor/ Said to folks with HIV/ Sorry that I can't help you / But it's not 
up to me." 

Beyond this battle, the bigger question is really whether ACT UP Philly and groups like it, 
the last vestiges of a seemingly diminished movement, can win the larger war to make pub- 
lic officials keep caring as AIDS spreads to an increasingly disenfranchised population. 

ACT UP hopes to recruit and keep fighting using the sharpest tool in their kit: anger 
— the kind of anger that comes from suffering and watching loved ones suffer from AIDS. 
Shabazz-El conceived of the condoms-in-prisons campaign after being in jail herself where 
she discovered she had AIDS. De Marco, meanwhile, joined the group after his partner of 18 
years died from the disease. And Williams helped think up the current campaign for AIDS 
housing after watching his wife shrivel away without it. 

It's the same anger that, decades ago, turned a different generation of those inflicted with 
AIDS into activists — just coming now from a new and profoundly more diverse group of 
people. Tlieir movement, though, has yet to build the momentum seen in earlier days. 

"I think there could be another really exciting wave of activism," says book author Siplon, 
pointing out that a shuttered ACT UP chapter in Baltimore recently opened its doors again 
under new leadership: "Immigrants. Tlieir leadership is women immigrants from Cameroon." 

It's not much so far — a single, inexperienced, ramshackle operation in that city. But if 
history is any teacher, odds aren’t bad that this is just the beginning.

The Creeping Weeds get complicated on 
See Through. By John Vettese 

T here’s a puzzle in the latest Creeping Weeds album. 

See Through's coverphoto, taken by guitarist/percussionist 
Kate Stewart, is a still life of an ornate room: chipped blue 
paint on the wall, an oval mirror and candelabra, a ship on a ped- 
estal, a laptop on a hutch — each item referencing one of the 1 1 
songs within. The band’s name is spelled out in yarn on the floor. 
Inside the gatefold is the same scene, only some 
things are rearranged or missing, and there’s a 
hole punched in the wall . Finally, the back cover 
peers into the room from that hole. 

“I think it functions as a sort of visual inter- 
pretation of our music,’’ says singer-guitarist Fete 
Stewart — brother to Kate, husband to keyboardist/vocalist Cara 
Stewart. There are many layers that are all interconnected, and 
there are lots of small details.” He hopes listeners will take some- 
thing new away from the album and its artwork each time. 

We’re sitting in the band s basement studio and practice spaoe in 
Chinatown. Both See Through and Creeping Weeds’ 2007 debut. 

We Are All Part of a Dream You 're Having, were recorded here. The 
band (the Stewarts, plus bassist Justin Seitz and drummer Chris 
Wirtalla ) has learned and grown together, which is probably why 
See Through took a year and a half to make, where theirdebut 


dragged on for more than three. “We’ve been doing it long enough,” 
Seitz says.“We know what to do to make things sound the way we 
want them to.” 

Example: the ebullient “Light in the Window,” a rollicking affirma- 
tion of a pop song with a massive hand-clap coda — 25 tracks worth, 
Wirtalla says — and a rich acoustic guitar tone. If they’d tried doing 
that for Dream, Stewart says, “we really would have botched it up." 

Along with the layers of experience come layers of styles and 
sounds. See Through can be bright (the gauzy guitar of “Weekend 
atthe Shore," the warm organ drive of “Outsiders”)as easily as it 
can be melancholic and claustrophobic (unsteady leadoff track 
“Fountain”). Hybridized psych from the ’90s, like Olivia Tremor 
Control, is an easy reference point, as is the eclectic style-hopping 
of Revolver. “I like albums that jump around a lot like that,” says 
Stewart. To me, it gets boring ifit all comes 
FRANK'S ARK: A LO- from the same place.”

B • IN THE CONFESSION, 9-year-old Sam worries that he doesn't have any sins to 
reveal for his first confession. When he and his best friend conjure a scheme to provide 
one, it goes spectacularly wrong. Like 201 1 's other Oscar-nominated live-action short 
nominees, Tanel Thom's film demonstrates the effectiveness of narrative economy. 
Sam’s dilemma is rendered in close-ups ofhis freckled face and the confessional door 
creaking in his nightmares, as well as mournful long shots of empty roads stretch- 
ing over rural horizons. In Michael Creagh’s The Crush, 8-year-old Aidal faces a 
different sort of dilemma: When he comes to believe his beloved teacher is engaged to 
the wrong fellow, he takes rather sensational action to save her. Meanwhile the hero 
in the beautifully black-and-white God of Love is technically adult, but Raymond 
Goodfellow (played by director Luke Matheny) is 
also rather perpetually naive. Sad thatthe drum- 
mer in his lounge act doesn’t return his affection, he 

makes use of a box of love-potion darts, only to learn : 

that true love is generous rather than self-centered. GCOnOfTiy. 

The 15-year-old cancer patient in Ian Barnes’ Wish 

143 is less specific about his object of affection, hoping only to lose his virginity before 
he dies. As his tumor grows, he comes to understand that intimacy isn't just sex, but a 
shared appreciation of simple sensual pleasures, And in the Belgian film Na We we, 
the terrible illogic of genocide is focused through a brief confrontation. In Burundi, 
fierce, armed Hutus pull over a taxi full of presumed Tutors, seeking payback for previ- 
ous wrongs. But as it becomes increasingly unclear how to identify individuals who are 
bom into mixed families or unable to name their parents, as guns are waved and ten- 
sions escalate, the sides become less defined, and the mutual fears more pronounced. 
Like the other nominees, Ivan Goldschmidt’s short teaches a lesson, though its hand- 
held camera and historical allusions make it seem most urgent. — Cindy Fuchs

placing A pile of flame-engulfed wood in 
close proximily to ice sounds like the perfect recipe 
for water. In reality, they’re the two required ele- 
ments for the technique known as cold-smoking. 

What we generally referto as smoking — string- 
ing something over a flame so the cast-off smoke 
cooks it — is technically “hot-smoking." Cold- 
smoking is considered more a means of preserva- 
tion.The science behind cold-smoking, practiced 
only in the winter months is simple: Exposing a 
salt-cured protein, over time, to a calm smoke (th ink 
70 degrees Fahrenheit or lower) preserves itsince 
the phenolic compounds present in smoke slow 
the oxidation of fat Cold-smoking ensures such 
results are achieved without fully cooking through 
— and thus reducing the lifespan of — a protein, 
as with hot-smoking. 

One local place to witness the art form in its purest 
scarf -weatherform is Cafe Estelle (444 N. Fourth 
St), where Marshall Green reserves sides of organic 
Irish salmon for the fin-can smokerhekeeps inthe 
parking lot outside. He loads one chamber of his 
smokerwith hickory chips. In a second chamber, he 
rests his salmon —cured in a mixture that includes 
salt, coriander and lemon zest— ona grillgrate, 
trays of icedirectlyundemeath it Once the hickory 
chipsaresparked,the salmon enjoysthecompany 
of this "easy smoke * for six hours before Green 
slices It up foranythingfroma deli-style fish platter 
to salmon scrambled eggs with caviar. 

Brian Lofink of Sidecar Bar & Grille (2201 Christian 
St.) cold-smokes salmon for his brunch menu. 
“[Cold-smoked salmon] is almost like eating a 
really nice, thinly sliced prosciutto." says Lofink of 
the finishedproductwhichcarriesasubtlersrnoky 
flavor. “Not overwhelming, more balanced." 

Speaking of pork: Jeremy Nolen of Brauhaus 
Schmitz (718South St)cold-smokesWestphalian 
ham, aTeutonicspecialty flavored with adjunctslike 
juniper berries and black pepper, for 1 6 hours. He 
shuts off his rotisseria loadsitupwith ice and posi- 
tions an external smoker box to get the job done. 

“I love the dimension of flavor [cold-smoking] 
can add to foods when done right," says Jason 
Cichonski, who's working on opening Mica (8609 
Germantown Ave.) with Blacklists Chip Roman. 
The former Lacroix chef has tried the process with 
maple syrup, brioche dough. Paimesan rinds and 
lobster fatand hopesto incorporate itonto Mica's 
menu. By the time the restaurant opens, though, the 
atmosphere mightnotwanttocooperate -cold- 
smoked fare Is shelved come spring, soget it while 
its hot/cold.

HOTKOKO

n three years, three concepts have occupied the glitzy walls 
of 1904 Chestnut. First came Pearl, pimp- 
ing bottles to the wannabe elite. Then there 

Now the tenant is Kokopelli, a spot specializing 
in Southwest small plates and named for the 
American Indian god of fertility. 

Out on Chestnut the sign has changed. Inside, the space is as 
unfashionably slick as ever. Beaded curtains shimmer like gun- 
metal waterfalls, dividing butte rcream banquettes as padded as a 
white-collar criminal’s Cayman Islands account. Recessed into 
the ceiling and under the sleek bar, a state-of-the-art LED lighting 
system casts the room in 283 shades. Crayola, eat your heart out. 

Managing partner Adam Solomon, who opened Kokopelli 
with Kenny Yeretzian and Rich Brenner, grew up in the restau- 
rant biz, fixed to the hip of his grandfather, operator of Seafood 
Shanties in the '70s and ’80s, and Horn & Hardarts in the early 
'90s. More recently, Solomon helped Old City’s Rococo transition 



into the (now-defunct) World Fusion, and the nightlife back- 
ground could be an omen for the future of Kokopelli, the first 
restaurant he’s owned. 

Or maybe not. Solomon has done what he can to exorcise the 
space’s ghosts of clubs pash painting, installing handsome bar 
shelves for Kokopelli’s tequila collection, setting those LEDs to “fire 
colors" that evoke a Southwest sunset. “I want Kokopelli to have a 
neighborhood feel," he says, and while that seems ludicrous in the 
restaurant’s current state, he might achieve such a vibe after some 
planned changes to the decor are executed. 

Happily, the kitchen already has that feeling, thanks to chef Gina 
Rodriguez. Though her plates are uncommonly pretty — acces- 
sorized with caramelized onions and oyster

When food is as homey and satisfying as 
the Arizona native’s green chili-stewed chicken (an old family 
recipe), does it matter where it’s served? 

“The flavors I incorporate are what I was raised around in 
Tucson," says Rodriguez, who moved here for this gig. “I get to com- 
bine my formal training with flavors that are comforting to me.” 

That formal training includes Le Cordon Bleu in Scottsdale, fol- 
lowed by positions at John Besh’s August and on the SoCal resort 
circuit The experiences make her food look and taste tight and 
clean, but those skills fall back to what she learned in her Mexican/ 
American Indian family’s kitchen. Like how to coax the most fla- 
vor from Anaheim chilies (fire-roast them), which account for die

jade tint and easygoing heat of Rodriguez's chicken stew. 
“Every year, the whole family would roast huge batches 
of Anaheims, and my mom would always pair them with 
chicken,” she explains. “Adam [Solomon] told me, 'Make 
your mother's chicken.”' 

This is it, a small bowl with big flavor thanks to the 
Anaheim puree stirred into a Jack-cheese-and-cream 
gravy. The chicken is pulled from breasts braised 
in a tea of cilantro stems, garlic and “house spice,” 
a Southwestern ras el hanout (cayenne, cumin and 
Mexican oregano are among the 15 aromatics) that 
forms the backbone of many of Rodriguez’s recipes. 
Veined with minced jalapcno or serrano, the accom- 
panying mini muffin charmed — Rodriguez runs a 
cornbroad clinic, her versions neither too sweet nor too 
savory, too dry nor too moist. Count the velvety corn 
bisque as another bowl winner: Like a life preserver, a 
single grilled shrimp floated on its surface, suffusing 
the entire soup with haunting smokiness. 

More often than not, Rodriguez absolutely nails sea- 
food. Other shrimp options came both big (lacquered in 
chili sauces and served under salty sunflower seeds) and 
small (bangin' blue corn-crusted rock shrimp paired with 
peppy cranberry-chipotle sauce), all tender and sweet. 
That same blue cornmeal breading made boring ol' fried 

thrill, with bits of unexpected candied orange peel and 
a lively citrus-fennel salad kissed with white balsamic. 
These are cakes of the flat and crispy variety — non- 
kosher crustacean latkes, if you will. Seared golden, the 
crunchy crusts are the textural opposites of their soft 
interiors that feature herb-fleckcd whitefish mousse as 
an elegant binder for nuggets of jumbo lump. 

Rodriguez can do meat, too. You’ve heard about the 
chicken; now consider the short rib, braised in white veal 
stock (bones blanched instead of roasted) and red wine, 
glazed in a reduction of the braising liquid and accompa- 
nied by roasted cippollinis and orange pico de gallo. It's 
so tender, a stiff wind would make it fall apart. 

When Kokopelli falters, Rodriguez is rarely at fault. 
Exceptions included the mango-melon salsa (fruity but 
watery) served with a cute sack of plantain and yucca 
chips and a weak chocolate/banana dessert tucked into a 
square shot glass. 

But most snags lurk outside the kitchen: an unmanned 
hostess stand, a dried-out slice of lime, an appalling beer 
list. The startlingly chipper bartender put together a 
pleasant-enough tipple inspired by sangrita, the tomato- 
chili -citrus tequila chaser, but Herradura Reposado docs 
not a $12 cocktail make. 

Service was more professional than you might expect, 
even if the server felt it necessary to trumpet another 
dessert’s combination of strawberries, balsamic vinegar 
and black pepper. This "very unusual" setup is actually 
pretty classic, here lending a kid-friendly Jack & Jill 
vanilla sundae a sophisticated, savory kick. This dessert 
was unexpected. Not unlike Kokopelli itself.
